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F.J. GRENNY - EARLY CANADIAN COIN DEALER

Not a great deal is known today about F.J. Gremny, except that he was one 
of Canada’®s early coin dealers and that he conducted his business at Brantford, 
Ontario, during the 1890's, As was the custom among merchants of all kinds in 
those days, Grenny issued a token or counter check, which P.N. Breton listed in 
his 1894 edition as No. 836 and Dr. Jos. Leroux listed as No. 1070j. Breton tells 
us that 200 were struck from composite dies and issued for use, He also states 
that: "Mr. Food. Grenny, who is now 50 years of age, has been collecting coins 
since 1870." The obverse inscription of the token reads as follows: “F oJ oGRENNY/ 
PHILATELIST /&/NUMISMATIST/ONT/BRANTFORD"; and the reverse reads: "GOOD FOR/50/ 
CENTS/IN TRADE". This piece is not common today and has been bringing around $1.50 
in uncirculated condition at auction. It is found in four metals - aluminum, brass, 
copper, and nickel. 

In addition to this counter check there are other souvenirs of Grenny - his 
price lists - but they are scarcer than his tokens. Several years ago, the writer 
obtained a copy of Grenny's retail and buying list of Canadian ooins and tokens. 
Unfortunately the booklet is undated, but careful examination of it produces evi- 
dence that it must have been issued after 1892 and in all probability not later 
than 1894. The front cover carries the following inscription: "Catalogue and 
Prices - Both Canadian and United States - Including Other Information - Price 
Ten Cents". Grenny’s name and address is inside on the last page of the booklet. 
Not only does this little booklet, in its 48 pages, give us his buying and sell- 
ing prices of Canadian and U.S. coins, but it also gives us information on such 
varied topics as Legal and Business Facts, Brokers' Technicalities, Railroad 
Signals and even two examples of numismatic poetry! However, his retail prices 
of Canadian coins and tokens are of chief interest to today's collectors. The 
decimal series is almost completely ignored, but those that are listed are 
rather startling. For example, he offered Canadian large cents - 1876-81-82-84- 
86-87-88-90-91, 9 pieces, Unc. all for 50¢ and (this will arouse the most phleg- 
matic collector) New Brunswick, 5¢ pieces, 1862-64, both for 2573 He listed 
very few rare tokens but his prices on the common and medium-priced tokens, in 
many cases, are very close to today's market prices. Just one word about buying 
prices in the 1890's: Grenny was prepared to buy Newfoundland $2 gold pieces at 
$2.10 each. 

Recently the writer was very fortunate in being able to obtain several 
more copies of this interesting souvenir of early Canadian numismatics, Copies 
are now in the libraries of the Canadian Numismatic Association, the American 
Numismatic Association, and the American Numismatic Society. 


The writer also has in his library a copy of another Grenny price list, 
also undated, and bearing on its front the following information: "Catalogue of 
Scarce Communion Tokens Used by Presbyterian Churches of the Dominion of Canada. 
For Sale at the Prices Affixed by F.J. Grenny, Brantford, Ont., Canada. Numbers 
are by Dr. Leroux's Canadian Coin Cabinet and Supplement, and McLachlan's Can- 
adian Communion Tokens". An interesting feature of this particular copy is that 
someone has stroked out "Brantford" in lead penoil and written below: "Hurdman's 
Bridge near Ottawa, Ont.” Hurdman's Bridge is now well within the city limits 
of Ottawa. This list appears to have been issued at about the same time as the 
other. 

F Price lists and catalogues such as these occasionally turn up in second- 
hand book-stores,. Numismatists would be well advised to secure any that may 
become available. These historical links with Canada's numismatic past are 
steadily becoming scarcer and more valuable.
